The Sucker Creek Day School Churoh of 
England, is in a most dilapidated condition and totally 
unfit for school purposes. It was built in 1884 of log 
construction, The classroom is 20 x 25. Sixteen pupils 


on the roll and an average attendance of twelve. The 
classroom floor is worn out and has sunk nine inches in the 
centre. The walls and ceiling are dirty. The root leaks 
badly. In wet weather the pupils have to move from place 
to place to keep out of the drip. The window frames, 

sills and foundations are rotten and have given away in 
places. The whole appearance of the building, outside and 
in, shows decay and neglect. No amount of repairs would 
put it in condition for school purposes. A new school is 
badly needed, it is only a matter of a very short time when 
the present structure will have to be ahandoned,.

With reference to your memorandum of the 
16th instant covering a report from Indian Agent C.R. Johnston 
on the above, it is noted that the interior wall and floor 
finish in the basement is being discoloured apparently by the 
seepage of water through the concrete walls. 


In this connection I may say that drainage 
tile was provided around the walls and under the floor slab of 
this building, and the exterior surface of the basement walls, 
below grade, were waterproofed with two coats of hot coal tar 
piteh. Under normal circumstances there should be no seepage 
through the foundation walls, and since Mr. Johnston's report 
does not state the location or extent of the leakage it is diffi- 
cult to determine the cause of the trouble. 


It may be possible, however, that the earth fill 
around the building has settled, creating the depression des- 
eribed by Mr. Johnston, which would allow roof and surface water 
to lie close to the building. The site generally is flat as 


shown by photographs submitted to you under cover of my memo- 
rendum of November Srd, 1959. Any settlement of fill should be 
corrected and sufficient banking provided to raise the gerade 


line at the building high enough to produce a fall away from 
the foundation walls. 


No eavestroughing was provided in the contract 
for this school. Regarding the suggestion thet eavestrough 
would prevent water from entering the building, it should be 
realized that unless the downspouts were connected to a vitri~ 
fied tile drain and conveyed to a sump, some distance from the 
building they would be of little value. Further, in view of 
winter ice conditions prevailing in the vicinity, damage to 
eavestroughing would be frequent and maintenance costly. 


Under the circumstances, it is felt that 
the contractor for this work should be requested to report re- 
garding the cause of the trouble before any work is undertaken 
by the Department. We propose therefore to request Harper 
Brothers, Little Current, Ontario, to investigate the matter and 
to report on the situation as soon as possible. 


I shall be pleased to advise you further re- 
garding the matter as soon as this report is received.

directed by the Minister of Education to suggest that owing 
to the migratory habits of our northern Indian people, the 
erection of a permanent school building would scarcely be 
warranted. In no case does the Department of Education give 
grants for building purposes. 


Would not a camp school answer the iumediate necessi- 
ties of the case? A sgitable tent could be provided by 
the Federal Government, and its equipment and maintenance for 
the Spring, Summer, and early Fail would not be a great expense. 
I understand that in other parts of Canada provision 
is made by the Dominion Government for grants to varhous organi- 
gations for the education of its wards. Would not the case 
of the Temagami Indians, who are on an Indian Reservation, 
under the control of your Government, come umder your general 
provisions? The difficulty of obtaining a teacher, at 
least for the first season, appears to obviated by the offer 
of Mrs. Woods, wife of the Hudson Bay Factor, who agrees to 
undertake its control.

For the past three summers I have been employed 
by your department as teacher and medical attendant for the *+sland, 
1s the only resident representative of the Department, my duties have 
been many and varied, and oftimes onerous, I have been callea upon to 
settle everything fom family quarrels to epidemics. I have always 
tried to give a full measure of satisfaction. 


My purpose in wkiting is to seek a more satisfactory 
adjustment in my salary. I have been re-ap} ointed to the task for 
this coming summer, and I am grateful for your continued confidence 
in me, At the me timé, my summer earnings are very necessary for 
the continuance of my medical course, I have had to secure leave of 
absence from University this year because I could not make mough 
during the past summer. 


Jecause of lack of living quarters, I have had to 
rent a cabin in which to live while on the Island.

IGURE 2 shows the desk both top 
and seat extended to full height. 


Either desk top, or the back and 
seat, can be adjusted to desired height in- 
dependently of each other.

Study this point well. The ordinary 
adjustable desk simply moves up and down 
in a vertical way.

HE illustrations show our 
measuring gauge in v 
ious forms. In figure 4 
we give merely a sectional 
view showing working parts, ‘‘A'* 
represents main standard, which 
as you will see in another illustra- 
tion, is firmly fastened to a metal 
base which enables the gauge to 
stand alone, which is a very great 
convenience in adjusting desks 
and is a feature not possessed by any other gauge on the market, 

“BY is a supplementary standard which, by means of cog wheels inside of 
casting (E), is raised or lowered as the arm (C) is adjusted to size of pupil, When 
the arm (C) is adjusted to proper height the top of standard B is the proper height 
for lower edge of desk top. 

“C"' is thet arm by which measurements are taken, The pupil sits in chair 
with feet resting on floor. Measurement is taken on lower side of the pupil's limb 
just behind the knee, as shownin figure 7, When measurement is ascertained the 
outer edge of seat should be the height indicated 
by height of arm C. The height of the desk for 
the pupil measured should be that indicated by 
the extreme height of standard B, measuring the 
lower edge of desk lid

In figure 6, we show gauge extended almost to its full height as it stands on floor when measuring 
Figure 5, shows gauge folded compactly for putting away. Folded in this way it occupies a space 
of 18 x 3 inches, which readily admits of its being placed in teacher's desk and kept under lock and key 
free from the reach of mischievous boys. This is the only gauge that folds compactly, permitting it to 
be securely put away in an ordinary drawer. Other gauges are unwieldly affairs, unsuited in every way

EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF MR. H. N. AWREY, PAYING OFFICER 
FOR TREATY 9, dated August 15, 1929. 


Rev. Mr. Garret, f of Chief Sampson Beardy 
of the Trout Lake Band, re ad me to bring before the 
Department the question of iding a new school at Trout Lake. 
I promised I would do so ‘ough I told him that I thought the 
time not yet opportune for such a concession to be granted. 


I told him that he should keep a proper register of 
the children whom he is now teaching and submit quarterly 
reports to the Department, when 4 grant would be allowed, hased 
upon the attendance. I also told him to make a requisition 


for school supplies which, if not beyond reason, would be 
supplied. 


I might state that in the Trout Lake Band, there are 
many bright intelligent looking boys and girls, but as the 
parents are bush hunters, they assemble at Trout Lake, as a 
community, only for a short time, and then leave again for the 
hunting grounds. The request for a new school at present is 
uncalled for.

I could not give him any assurances of the 
above grant asked for, but told him that assistance might 
later be given when the scheme was well under way. 


There are fully 150 bright little Indian 
boys and girls here during tie Treaty payments, and I em infor- 
med that the majority of them are here for about four months 
during the warm weather. I do think that something should be 
done for these children who are about the brightest Indian 
children I meet in my work. The time is fast approaching 
when these people will have to look to some other vocation for 
their living, which is a good reason why I think some action 
along educational lines should be considered. Every year 
these children are becoming older and older without 
receiving the benefits of an education to fit them to become 
better men and women and worthy citizens of our country.

Memorandum: 
Dr. McGILL, - 


With reference to the memorandum of Mr. Awrey, 
regarding the request of the missionary at Trout Lake 
that a plan be sent him for a school building, of frame 
construction, to accommodate 60 children - I understand 
that the Indians at thie point are getting out the 
lumber, sawing same into boards and that they will put 
up the building themselves. Later, they will require 
the Department to provide some finishing materials for 
the building, such as doors, window frames, etc. 
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At present, there are no school facilities 
provided for the Indian children at this point. There 
are no funds available to assist towards building costs 
or payment of teacher's salary. However, as the Indians 
and the missionary are showing their interest, by 
erecting the building, there would be no objection to 
supplying a plan for a building of a suitable type. 

No doubt, Mr. Orr would be able to supply a plan of a 
school building, satisfactory to meet the needs of this 
isolated post. The missionary should understand, however, 
that no guarantee can be made of any financial assistance.

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"We had very good success under 
the circumstances with the schools in the North 


at Trout Lake and Lansdowne House, Unfortunately 
an epidemic of measles hit both Places and the 
school at Trout Lake was unable to continue after 
the first week In August. It is regommended that 
Mrs. Hindle be allowed $90.00 plus bonus for the 
month of July. At the time of our visit to Trout 
Lake in mid-July there were Over one hundred 
pupils in attendance but owing to the limited 
facilities we reduced the pupilage to about fifty. 
This shows that in the North where the Indians 
congregate for the summer they are really 
interested in the day schools, and I would recom- 
mend that arrangements be made in advance during 
the early Spring, to have more seasonal schools in 
operation next year. If the right type of teacher 
can be obbained, he or she can do a lot of good 
work as well as teach the fundamentals,

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I want to state frankly that it is not the 
intention of the Department to keep the schools at Tyendinaga 
open and in operation for a full 10 month period next year, 
unless the attendance during the month of September is 
substantially increased. I cannot overlook the fact that 
there are a great many public schools throughout Canada 
operating on the 8 month basis, and I do not feel that we 
would be fair to the tax payers to keep schools open and in 
operation in the early months of the academic year with 
about one third of the pupils enrolled in attendance. Would 
it be possible or practicable to have two schools remain 
closed until October and two kept open? This is a matter 
that should be discussed with the members of the Band, the 
parents and the teachers in charge of the schools. The 
Inspector takes the position that the attendance has been 
unsatisfactory over a period of years. The Department feels 
that the time has come when a definite understanding should 
be reached with respect to the operation of the schools in 
the future.

We read in our 'Daily' papers, nearly every day of salaries 
being increased on account of the higher cost of living, & yet the teachers 
of these four schools td their salaries decreased by one mouths salary in 


1940. 

My daughter, Jean Schell, has been & teacher on the reserve, 
6 miles from Deseronto, until last mouth when she reo'd heave of absence 
to go into war work. Her year's salary had been $900, Howewr, last year 
she was notified that the Indian schools on the reserve would be closed 
for the month of Septe to save expenses for the Governme: & my daughter 
& the other three teachers on 's pay & the Indian 
children were deprived of their school. 


Therewas no good reason far this move on tle part of the 
Indian Department. I ask that the salary for the month of Sept. 1940 be 
restored to these teacherse

I quite umerstand that the teachers of the Indieab schools had 
the privilege of getting « better job, no doubt you he ve the sume chance, 
also, but if those in charge of this Department were interested in the 
education of Indian children, even without consideration for the teachers, 
“who are required to mve a high standard of education” they would not 
lave shortened the school term & would arrange to stert in 5 %. as usual. 
I think the teachers were at liberty to tale any other months, than Sept. 
When I read the letter sent at that tims, the min interest seemed to be 
waving money for the Government. While not so long before, when Mr. Jones 
was appointed, his salary was raised, above what Mr. Eade has received as 
Indian agent, an amount equal o@ more than the cut in the teachers salary. 
Of course this rumor may not be true & did not com to m through anyone 
living in Deseronto. Possibly Mr. Jones hed good friends in the depart~ 
mont. 

In my deughter's school, she had a large class of new beginners 
who should lave gone to school in Sept, as theya re often kept at home in 
winter through bad roads & extreme weather, eto. There are a few older 
children who are needed ak home to help in Sept, & come in winter. Last 
term the attendance was mich tov large for one teacher a good deal of the 
time & yet her work was covered to the satisfaction of her inspeotar.

Indian day sehools Fespesti¥ely, that they are fo inter 
ehange one full day each week in accordance with your 
Suggestion and whieh should work out with satisfaction 
and without inconvenience to the either teacher. 


Since Sehool re-opemed in Oetober the enrollment at 
Western Sehoo) has inereased some and so has the attendance 
thereby giving Mr. Claus more pupils to work with and this 
hae given him more incentive in his duties and he is so 
far displaying more interest in hie work, This teacher has 
always shown more aptitudé in his teaching of manual 
training than he has in academies and his work along that 
line has been quite satisfact and for what he 
is adapted, No complaints have been received from the 
parents of the ehildrem attending this school sinee sehool 
ces in Ostober, whereas last sehool term I was in 
receipt of a number of complaints and I have hed Ro 
information that he has not been on time in attending his 
duties or that he has ever left the skhool before the 
regular closing time. 


Last Yall Mr, Claus intimated that he expected a eall 
to the R.C.A.F. some time in the New Year, but I have net 
been advised further im this conneetion and as I was unable 
after advertising, to procure a teacher for the Mission Sehoel, 
T have not raised this point, Zor when Mr. Claus Yoins the 
armed services it is the intentions of Mra, Claus te join 

dies service corp and it would ereate an awkward 
situation if both these ¢ hers would deeide to leave kefore 
the end of the present academic year,

Considering the weather conditions during January 
the sohool' attendance retained its average and all sehools did 
remain open despite blocked roads and sero weather, Manual 
training materials were supplied for woodwork and —_——s mater- 
falefor the girks to all schuols during the month. Miss Stoddart, 
teacher of Tastern Sehool reports that her 9th grade pupils are 
doing well in their studies and the Ontario Department of 
Education examiner does give them very good marks on their papers 
submitted to that department. The new Council of the Tyendinaga 
Band have again been requested to give their co-operation in an 
endeavor to inerease the attendance at the schools by contacting 
their fellow band members and advising them of the benifits of 
educating their children. I reported to the Council the case of 
one young Indian named Baptiste, whose home was a mile from the 
Western school and who was rejected from the Armed services due 
to the fact he could not read nor write and this was the fault 
of his parents in not sending him to school and I believe there 
are others of a like nature which should not be on a reserve that 
is advanced in all other progressive pursuits,

while the weather improved and it was somewhat wammer 


during “arch, certain sections were flooded from spring freshet 
naking it impossible for children from these districts to attend 
school from time to time and in spite of this the attendance was 
better than in #ebruary. the parents of a number of 14 and 15 yr 
old pupils have applied at this office seeking permission to 
remove their children from school to take employment and I have 
granted permits to two boys over 15, whom the teacher reported as 
wasting their time at school and were a poor influence on the 
younger childrer. Children under 15 were ordered to remain at 
school despite the protests of the parents who jesire them to 


seoure employment which is plentiful.

So far as is known at the present time all 
teachers with the exception of Mrs. Eva Brant have signified 
their intention of returning to their duties at the re-opening 
of the schools of the Agency in September next. 


Mrs. Brant took over the duties of Mrs. Ella 
Claus on the let of May last at the Central Day school and 
very capably did her duty to the satisfaction of all concerned, 
Mrs. Brant was only engaged for the two months and your 
authority 1s requested to advertise in the Toronto Globe and 
Mail for a new teacher,as I have already been making enquiries 
locally and am unable to line up a teacher for this school. If 
the Department has not a candidete in view for this school the 
only recourse is advertising and I would wish to be advised of 
the salary ofiered,wnich in my opinion should not be less than 
$90.00,plus bonus,per month,in an endeavor to get a properly 
qualified teacner at this time when they are quite scarce. 


Mrs. Gladys Maracle,teacher of the Mission Day 
School was to be replaced when a suitable teacher could be 
procured for that school and in advertising it is possible 
enough applications would be secured that a replacement could 
be made from the applicants for Central School,if not it may 
be necessary to carry on with Mrs. Maracle for another term. 
On account of the residence available at Mission School,the 
salary would be fair at $85.00 a month,plus bonus.
